INSTALLATION 


1 . Strip 2 inches (5 cm) of cable jacket and 
insert the first wire pair into the first contact 
slot according to the color code listed 
above or on the side of the jack. 

2. Press the wire down into the contact slot 
with the supplied impact tool. The center 
groove lets you preserve wire twisting to 
within 0.5 inches (1.2 cm) of the termina- 
tion point. 

3. Insert and terminate each subsequent wire 
pair into the contact slot according to the 
appropriate color code (see list at right), 
until termination is complete. 

4. Place the strain relief caps over the jack 
opening. Then snap the jack into a face- 
plate or mounting box.
